LABOR ASKS BASIS 
OF WAGE GUT PLEA 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—(4)—Railway 
workers asked the employers today to 
explain why they thought a 10 per 
cent wage reduction necessary. 


Labor, said its spokesman at -the 
railswage reduction conference, was 
unwilling to accept as arguments for 
wage reductions either the claim of 
‘inadequate. return” or comparisons of 
the cost, of living. 


Instead, the union delegation sug- 
gested detailed explanation of the 
needs of the railroads to meet their 
fixed charges and to maintain credit. 

“If the railroads desire the em- 
ployes to give careful consideration to 
the financial arguments in favor of 
wage reduction,” David B. Robert- 
son told the rail presidents, “it would 
be advisable for the railroads to pre 
sent a written compilation of what 
they regarded as important statistics.” 

The presidents agreed to submit 
such figures and the fifth session of 
the negotiations, the shortest meeting 
thus far, adjourned after an hour and 
15 minutes. 

Robertson, head of the ~firemen’s 
brotherhood and leader of the éntire 
Jabor group, revealed after the meet- 
ing the details of his reply to the car- 
riers’ plea for a voluntary 10 pee 
cent wage cut for one year. 

The union leader said Daniel Wil- 
lard, president of the Baltimore. & 
Ohio, is making the presentation of 
the wage cut proposal, and referred 
to the value of railroad properties as 
25 or 26 billion dollars, whereas ex- 
hibits in the recent 15 per cent freight 
rate case indicated a figure “near 20 
or 21 billion.” 

The interstate commerce _commis- 
sidn also reported an increase in net 
railway operating income from freight 
service of 44 per cent a.net ton mile 
from 1923 to 1929, Robertson said, 
showing a great increase in the 
profit to the railroads out the work 
of each employe. . 

The argument that wages should be 
reduced because the cost of living was 
lower could not be accepted by the 
working man, Robertson: said. The 
comparison made by the presidents? 
was with living costs in 1913, and 
the spokesman said labor “eould not 
permit” the standard of living of to- 
day to be compared with a time when 
the average rail worker had only. $2 
a day with which to support his 
family.

poration cannot help the poor, unless 
the man at the top of our financial 
structure has his cup full to the point 
of overflowing and thereby permits 
the man at the bottom to receive a 
few drops.” 

The governor, addressing thousands 
of cheering Georgians at the end of a 
motorcade from Savannah to States- 
boro and return, expressed the hope 
that “those who handle this fabulous 
amount of credit will see that some 
of the benefits thereof are shared by 
the struggling unemployed before it is 
too late and this unfortunate class 
has succumbed to privatieon or starva- 
tion.” 

He said no state in the Union had 
shown “a more rapid advance in the 
work of its highway system during 
the past months than has Georgia. 
In the past our progress has been 
slow in comparison with that of some 
of our sister states who floated huge 
bond issues to expedite the building 
of roads. But when we consider the 
difficulties with which these states 
are now laboring, as a result of these 
bond issues, our citizens are of one 
mind in proclaiming the virtues of the 
‘pay-as-you-go’ system.” 

The opening of the new rgad, he 
said, had a peculiarly happy meaning, 
“for we see in it a ribbon of concrete 
which ties old Savannah, with its fine 
traditions, ‘history and culture, to our 
fellow citizens of the coastal plains 
and hills.” 

The governor said he regarded it as 
“most fortunate” that the recent 
Georgia legislature decided against di- 
version of highway funds for other 
purposes, since the state had beén en- 
abled to build roads at a time when 
materials were cheap and at the same 
time providing a means of livelihood 
to numerous citizens. 

Urges Public Works Program. 

“IT am so firmly convinced that the 
most substantial relief which can be 
afforded in any efforts at unemploy- 
ment relief is an enlarged program 
of public works that I recently took 
the liberty of writing all the repre- 
sentatives from Georgia in the na- 
tional congress, urging them to en- 
deavor to obtain an additional federal 
appropriation of at least $200,000,000 
for highway construction in the coun- 
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try, to commence at once.” He said 
the idea struck a responsive chord 
with most Georgia congressmen, but 
that the present administration ap- 
parently is “bitterly opposed. to any 
effort to afford unemployment relief 
directly by the federal government.” 

He said it may have been necessary 
to grant a one-year extension on war 
debts ta “hold the world together, but 
I am a great believer in the axiom 
that ‘charity begins at” home’ and, 
rather than have one American citi- 
zen, who freely gave that the after- 
war debts might be made, suffer for 
the want of a job, I would have de- 
manded every dollar ‘of this money, 
even though we were accused of de- 
manding the pound of flesh, to provide 
for the unemployed of this nation.” 

The governor said that the house 
amendment to the reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation bill, providing that 
10 per cent of the total should go 
to the agricultural finance corpora- 
tion was a “sop to the distressed agri- 
cultural interests. Of course, we all 
know that the farmer in most dire 
need of help has no credit with the 
agricultural finance corporation or 
anyone else, 


“I will predict. in passing, how- 
ever, that when the congressional 
campaigns open this spring ... 
per cent of the campaign oratory will} 
be devoted to the 90 per cent of 
this tremendous credit that goes to 
the railroads and insurance compa- 
nies, and the remaining 90 per cent 
will extol the virtues of the vote 
that secured the 10 per cent aid for 
the farmer.” 


Expressing the belief that the heart 
of the masses of America “is as sound 
and devoted to our country as it has 
ever been,” the governor. «aid the 

“only communism to fear in this coun- 
try is the communism of empty stom- 
achs and naked backs.”

Representative Stevenson in his 
speech in the house denounced both

$50,000 salaries being received by 
officers of subsidiaries ofthe board 
were denounced by the South Caro- 
linian as an outrageous waste of pub- 
lic moneys.

Key Tuesday approved a council 
resolution permitting payment of 
board of education employes; including 
school teachers, up to ember 15.

Checks were distributed 
Tuesday, thus placing all employes 
on a parity, insofar as payments are 
concerned, all having received salaries 
up to December 15. 

Special Session Hinted. 

There is no provision for further 
payments of salaries with the repudia- 
tion of the finance committee report, 
and if Key should veto the scrip pro- 
posal it would leave employes without 
any hope of immediate relief. The 
emergency thus gave rise to the re 
port of a special council session. 

The mayor was looking into the le- 
gality of the proposed scrip issuance 
along with the financial benefit or 
jeopardy which might accrue. His 
friends predicted that he would act 
slowly in the matter and investigate 
all phases before making known his 
stand. 

If scrip is authorized;-there appear- 
ed little likelihood that any budget 
will be adopted for the year which 
will keep the city within its income, 
but it wa said that opponents of the 
defeated measure probably would ac- 
cede to the importunities of employes 
to relent if it is not approved, so that 
some financial relief could come to 
those attached to the government. 

Banker Opposes Scrip. 

Issuance of scrip to pay salaries 
would be opposed & the banks, and 
would be a very poor financial make- 
shift, in-the opinion of a bank official 
who gave/to The Constitution on 
Tuesday his views of the proposal. 

This spokesman would not let him- 
self be quoted. He had a part in the 
issuancé of clearing house certificates 
in the panic of 1907, but he made it 
plain that there is no analogy between 
this and the present proposal of the 
city. ; 

“The 1907 occurrence was an issue 
of clearing house certificates, not 
scrip,” he explained, “and was ne- 
cessitated by a shortage of curfency. 
That was before the federal reserve 
bank system was in operation, and the 
banks had no means - of’ increasing 
their currency then such as they en- 
joy today. Consequently, when the 
panic of 1907 restricted the supply of 
currency, an emergency measure be- 
Ncame necessary. 

“The Atlanta Clearing House As-} 
sociation issued certificates which 
took the place of money, and were ac- 
cepted everywhere at their face value. 
But this > not a swdlicaae rage 
For every $100 certificate that was 
igsued, the clearing house het $150 
worth of good notes pledged as col- 
lateral by the member banks. As the 
panicky conditions eased, and circu- 
lation was restored, these certificates 
were retired and the collateral re- 
turned to the banks. o- 

Banks Will Not Take Scrip. 

“The present condition of the city 
is different. The city proposes to give 
its employes its note in the form of 
scrip. As the banks refuse to lend 
money to the city until it has balanced 
the budget it is not conceivable that 
they would accept the scrip at its 
face value. . 

“The usual course of the employes 
would be to fall into the hands of 
note shavers of the worst type, who 
would exact discounts ranging from 
15 to 50 per cent. e employe would 
be in the same position as he would 
if he had consented to a salary re- 
du¢tion, although the pay cut would 
not have been as seVere as the dis- 
count, 

“It might be that some merchants 
and others of the creditor class would 
accept the scrip and take their chances 
on getting the full face value later on, 

“This is a poor makeshift, and, in 
my opinion, will not help the city. It 
will merély postpone the day when 
it must balance its budget. Meanwhile 
it will add to the general confusion.

OF U.S.CORPORATION,

General Dawes has accomplished s@ 
many important jobs inside the gov 
ernment and out that today’s ane 
nouncement brought quick acclaim 
from leaders of both parties. He had 
intended to return to his private hank- 
ing business in Chicago after quitting 
his London post, but instead responde 
ed to another call to public service. 

During? the war, General Dawes 
served overseas, Afterward he was. 
chairman of the committee which drew 
up the Dawes plan for reparations 
payments. He served as vice presi- 
dent from 1925 to 1929, and gave that 
post a new meaning by actively engag- 
ing in steering legislation through the 
senate. 

President Hoover appointed him to 
the London ambassadorship and he 
took part in the 1930 London arms 
conference and the extensive economic 
negotiations of last summer. 

When President Hoover made his 
announcement today, Dawes was con- 
ferring with Secretary Stimson. He 
was immediately besieged by newspa- 
permen and gave them one of his 
characteristically gruff and good-na- 
tured statements. With his famous 
underslong pipe clenched between his 
teeth, he pounded a table and said: 

No Talking Job. 

“Now this is going to be brief. I 
do not consider this a talking job. 
When one is beginning important 
work it is not the time to talk about 
it and when- we have accomplished 
that job it is not necessary. That's 
all I have to say and that’s enough.” 

In sending the reconstruction cor- 
poration bill to conference, the house 
instructed its, conferees ‘to accept a 
senate provision limiting lmans from 
the corporation to any one concern 
to $100,000,000..

“The most we 
ean say is that there has been a 
general lack of judgment so wide- 
spread as to involve. practically the 
whole country. 3 

“We have found out that we were 
not so big as we thought we were. 
We were riding too high. We shall 
have to keep nearer the ground. We 
may not feel so elated but we shall 
be much safer.” 

“Our national banking system” he 
declares, “is as sound as generations 
of expérience have been able to make

in- 


While absolute safety has been im- 
possible to secure, he writes, “It is 
probably that the records of money 
deposited in properly regulated banks 
in this country would show over a 
series of years that it has been in the 
safest place to keep funds.” 

If everyone tried to draw their 
money, hé says, all commerce would 
be reduced to barter and universal 
bankruptcy would prevail. 

“Those who are engaged in hoard- 
ing currency are probably no safer 
as a class than those who keep their 
funds in the banks. They are injuring 
themselves and evérybody else. They 
are in the position of not taking their 
part of the risks of life and are try- 
ing to make themselves safe by letting 
others carry their risks for them.”

Robert Burns, escaped Georgia con- 
vict, told the United Press over the}! 
telephone today from “somewhere” in 
New Jersey, that he would “never 
rest until he had destroyed the Geor- 
gia penal system.” 

_ Burns escaped from a Georgia chain 
gang once before, went to Chicago 
and in seven years worked himself up 
to be editor of a weekly magazine 
and then was turned over to authbdri- 
ties by a woman. 

He waived extradition and went 
back to Georgia expecting to be re- 
lagsed. Instead he was ‘ordered to 
serve out the remaining 10 years of 
his term. Recently he escaped for a 
second time and now is a fugitive 
from justice. 

“TI went back to Georgia expecting 
to get off,”. he said. “They told me 
if 1 paid out $1,500 and stayed down 
there 90 days they would let me go. lI 
did both and then when the 90 days 
were up they welched. So I got away 
again. 

“How can I say what I will do to- 
morrow?” he countered. “I will 
never rest until I have destroyed the 
whole rotten penal system of Geor- 
gia.
